Whoever advised President Carter last week to 
satisfy that Ohio gunman's demand for a 
telephone call from the White House should have 

v his. head examined. '1 

But the President wasn't the only one getting 
bad advice last week. When those crazed fanatics 
w£o stood Washington, D.C. on its head - killing 
one person, in juring several others and holding 134 
hostage for two days .- finally surrendered, the 
police let the leader of the group go free without 
bail! ... .; ' 

It was different in Indiana last month. When a 
terrorist kidnapped his real estate broker and 
wired a shotgun to his neck, then demanded a 
crack at television prime time and immunity from 

- prosecution, the authorities had a better idea. 

. "Promise him anything, but give him handcuffs, 
they reasoned. 

IMMORAL TO break such a promise? I didn't 
think so. The normal rules are suspended when'it's 
a question of capturing madmen in order to save 
innocent lives. 

Some psychologists and psychiatrists say that 
we can never put a stop. to these occasionally 
contagious outbursts of terrorism and hostage- 
taking until the American people let it be known 
they don't like this kind of entertainment on 
television. Maybe so, but it is useless to argue 
whether the chicken or the egg came first. 

If the nation's television assignment editors and 
radio news directors would take a collective deep 
breath and declare a moratorium on live coverage 
of terrorist events during the commission of the 
crime, they would be cutting off the source of 
inspiration for an untold number of loose nuts who 
harbor similar crazy idea. 

Marshall McLuhan was right. When it comes to 
lunatic acts of terrorism involving kidnapping, 
hostage-taking and outrageous demands, the 
medium is the message. Most people today get 
their headlines from television and radio. There is 
. nothing that any but a tiny few can do about such 
events when they are in progress. For the rest, it 
amounts to entertainment— morbid as that, may 
seem. The media are .doing nothing to advance the 
public good by giving madmen press conferences. 

LAW ENFORCEMENT authorities and elected 
officials could benefit from a deep breath on this 
Issue, too. The time has come to make it known to 
one and all that terrorists' demands will not be 
honored. For every demand that is honored, who 
knows how many others are fermenting in sick 
minds facing television sets? s - 

Shoot outs we don't need, and the authorities at 
the center of these delicate confrontations — such 
as the one faced in Washington last week - need all 
the moral support they can get, but let us not 
forget Entebbe. Publicly, the Israelis appeared to 
be ready to knuckle under to the hijackers' 
. demands just before they pulled off their rescue 
operation. 

The Indiana authorities didn't forget. They 
promised the gunman immunity. They gave him 
handcuffs.
